BLACK'S SUMMING UP. 


In his summing up of the evidence 


ex-Governor Black reviewed Moli- 
neux's connection /with t'ho Knicker- 
bocker Athletic club and his trouble 
with Cornish, -which Mr. Black de- 
clared was not serious 
enough to 


make Molineux want to poison Corn- 
ie-h. There had been no evidence :o 
allow that Molineux had behaved un- 
like a gentleman 'or thr.t he tad ever 
uttered one unkind word or enter- 
tained one uncharitable thought con- 
cerning Cornish. "All the evidence 
in this case points away from MoII- 
neux nn'd to another man," declared 
Governor Black, "and I shall indi- 
cate who that man is before I sit 
down. The case points to that man 
just as surely as t!is needle points 
to the north star."

ment on the evidence, declaring that 
Koch, the letter-box man who testi- 
fied that Mclineux had rented a box 
from him, was a man who "had ped- 
dled his story and his eternal soul" 
at the same time.

olution continues.

Caracas revolutionary committee can 
explain the cause of the split among 
the leaders of the -movement or say 
what hns become of about 10,000 sol- 
diers who were under arms as late as 
November 2. Ihe government offi- 
cials believe General Matos has gone 
in the direction of Tucacas, (a sea- 
port on the Caribbean sea, twenty- 
five miles from Puerto Cabello). 


President Castro intends

occupy Coro, Barcelona, Ciudad, Boli- 
var and Cumana immediately.

Saturday he sent 1,500 men, under 
General Leopold Baptista, to attack 
Coro.

The gross receipts

Wayne postoffice for .the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 1902, and which 
will be largely incrtased in the pres- 
ent calendar year, were $145,030.97. 
No othei- city in the state except In- 
dianapolis reached 8100,000, Evans- 
ville showing- only $95,402.22, South 
Bend, $90,567.25. and Terre Haute, 
$88,192.01. 


But it is not only in the item, of 


gross receipts tliat the Fcrt Wayne 
postcfflce shows such splendid results. 
In percentage of expense to gross re- 
ceipts it is in a class 'by itself among 
the largest postofflce's of the state. 
The rates of expense of the Indiau- 
apo]is postoflice to gross receipts is 
40, at Evansville it is 49, at South 
Bend it is 36, at Terre Haute it is 
41, while at Fort Wayne the per cent, 
of expense to grcss receipts is only 
27.

Prefers to Win Favor With Masses 


of the People—Will Demand 


•Radical Laws. 


Washing-ton, Nov. 10. — President 


Roosevelt has cast Wall street over- 
board. hook, line and sinker. 


He has decided to ignore the big 


financial interests, typified by J. P. 
Morgan & Co. and other similar or- 
ganizations. 
and to advocate such 


policies as will benefit the people and 
enhance his 
popularity 
with th° 


masses. 


His plans are to be accomplished 


without any reduction of tariff sched- 
ules. 
"When general tariff revision 


conies it must be placed on a strictly 
scientific basis and handled by 
a. 


tariff commission. 


"My aim." said the president last 


•week to a representative of one of 
the biggest houses in Wall street, 
"will be to benefit the people without 
disturbing commercial interests." 


To that end radical laws to pre- 


vent 
railroad 
combinations 
an^ 


against organizations formed to con- 
trol food, fuel and clothing products 
will ibe recommended to congress by 
the president. Every effort will (be 
made to have laws embodying the 


at the coming session. In addition 
to requesting immediate legislation, 
the president iwill ask Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox to institute additional suits 
to prevent gigantic corporations of 
railroad lines. The attorney general 
is now considering a number of com- 
Liiiations with the vic-w of bringing 
legal action against them.
